Sun-Moon Conjunction In Cancer 
Foreordained Her For Screen Fame 


pira is a deep astrological 
significance in the fact that 
fascinating and sprightly Ginger 
Rogers won the 1940 Academy 
Award as the actress producing the 
most outstanding motion picture 
performance of the year. In other 
walks of life, this award is com- 
parable to a politician becoming 
president of the United States or 
senior senator from his home state, 
or the accumulation of his first 


million by a man bent on conquering the 
financial world. It is the ultimate in 
the profession, the crowning achieve- 
ment. 

Ginger Rogers was born on July 16, 
1911, when the Sun was passing through 
Cancer, the sign of plain, common peo- 
ple, fond of home and family life. That 
is where the significance creeps in, for 
Miss Rogers won her award for her work 


in “Kitty Foyle,” a story of the daughter 


of a Philadelphia laborer with a strong 
accent on the family life of the common 
people. 

“Kitty Foyle” was thus a “natural” 
for Ginger Rogers with her Cancerian 
nature fitting into the role as naturally 
as if she were actually living the part 
in real life. This does not mean that 
a young woman needs only to have the 
Sun in Cancer at her birth to play such 
a role, but this fact did give her a fine 
start. And the imaginative planet Nep- 
tune (the motion picture planet) in con- 
junction to Miss Rogers’ Sun in her 
chart certainly strengthened her chances 
in her stardom in a picture with an 
across-the-tracks background. 

It is this combination of Sun and 
Neptune in Cancer at her birth which 
accounts for the dramatic talent for mo- 
tion picture work—and which doubtless 
brought stardom to Ginger Rogers. The 
Moon in Neptune’s own sign, Pisces, 
also contributes to her fine dancing 
ability, her musician and general dra- 
matic talent. In the Rogers chart the 
Moon is in harmonious operation and 
support to Sun and Neptune, a powerful 
contact for success and popularity, es- 
pecially in the chosen profession of this 
popular young woman. This is one of 
the most ideal combinations possible in 
the natal chart of one aspiring to fame

Not only because of her Cancerian 
nativity, but also because of Moon in 


` Pisces, Ginger Rogers will work to best 


advantage in just such parts as “Kitty 
Foyle" although she is much too versa- 
tile to be typed in all her pictures, and 
would not be happy under such cir- 
cumstances, and even though she plays 
naturally the poor girl, glamour and 
association with higher types should be 
a part of any role she plays, as her 
chart shows best success when not lim- 
ited to a narrow environment. 

Eccentricity and independence is noted 
by the opposition of Sun and Neptune in 
Miss Roger’s department of personal 
self (solar house) to the planet Uranus 
(eccentricity and independence) thus 
she, like so many celebrities, is at her 
best when she is soloing or not sharing 
the spotlight with others. This theory 
might seem to be refuted by her mag- 
nificent team work with Fred Astaire 
in dancing roles, but in this Miss Rogers 
finds the nimble Astaire a compliment 
to her own efforts. Note how in such 
acts the male member of the team al- 
ways takes the background, giving the 
lady the bow.

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The Lend-Lease Bill 


HE history-making Lend 

Lease Bill with its colossal 
seven-billion-dollar provision mak- 
ing the United States the arsenal 
for Great Britain, China and other 
countries at war with the aggres- 
sor nations was signed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt at Washington, D. 
C., March 11th, 1941 at 1:50 P.M. 
EST. 


This time shows an interesting plane- 
tary formation with the first or “Dig- 
nity” degree of the rulership sign Leo 
ascending, the dictator planet Pluto also 
rising. Sun governs the chart and op- 
erates in Pisces in the 9th solar house. 
The bill was made possible because of 
the sympathy and compassion of our 
people and the administration for those 
in distress in foreign lands. Rising 
Pluto, retrograde, shows public con- 
sciousness in reflection and influence 
by dictator nations with aggressive poli- 
cies. 

The interpretation of the Sun's de- 
gree fits in so well with conditions lead- 
ing up to the bill's passage and the out- 
look ahead for its administration that 
we will cite it verbatim: Twenty-first 
degree of Pisces—symbolized by a lunar 
crescent emerging from behind a cloud 
from which proceeds a flash of lightning. 
This denotes a populace of strong, force- 
ful nature, proud and conflicting spirit, 
great dispatch and celerity of action, 
penetrating and swift thought and tre- 
mendous executive faculty. 

Here is the determination and direc- 
tion of force in the highest degree, ex- 
ecutive in all its affairs of life but not 
always productive of success and a 
happy ending. Hopeful though the na- 
ture is, its schemes will not always bear 
the light of day, and as sometimes in 
the darkness imagination paints a bright 
and hopeful picture, so in the night 
time also will judgment strike home 
to the sundering of root and branch. 
Beware the dark hours. It is a degree 
of cleavage. The cleavage in this case 
is aimed at the support and mainten- 
ance of the fight for freedom against 
the attempt of agressor nations to en- 
slave mankind. 

Favorable congressional support was 
evidenced by Uranus having rule over 
the "th house (foreign affairs) and 
the 8th house (foreign finances) being 
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posited in the 11th house (congress) and 
receiving the good application of the 
Sun—representing the President and the 
people by Sun's rule of 1st house. 
Venus in the 8th (foreign finance) in 
good aspect to Saturn and Jupiter con- 


joined in the 10th (administration) 
shows the partnership and cooperative 


. phase of financial support to foreign 


countries to be very helpful for those 


` countries so favored. It is the conjunc- 


tion of Jupiter and Saturn, representing 
finance and industry in the Taurean 
channel of finance, that steps up the 
sizeableness of the amount involved. 

Venus rules the final disposition of 
things and forms a productive working 
aspect with Mars in the 6th house of food 
and supplies, workers and the army, 
giving militaristic emphasis and pur- 
pose to the act. Mars governs the 10th 
house (officialdom and success) and 
Venus the end, which has a good indica- 
tion of working out successfully, pro- 
viding food and supplies in line with the 
purpose of the bill. 

While Sun in good aspect to Uranus 
also shows favorable working principles 
and arrangements with foreign nations 
to be helped, the benefits and gain are 
mainly on the side of the chart related 
to others. This is in line with the “kind- 
ness of heart" attitude depicted by the 
rising sign degree. There are adverse 
opposition tendencies to this lend-lease 
bill that indicate unsatisfactory and 
unsavory complications.

countries, as much effort, with probably 
indifferent success, to bring about a 
closer working harmony of the “good 
neighbor” policy. 

The national tempo rises to a new 
high, with Aquarius rising at the time 
of the new Moon near to the locality 
of the Moon in the U. S. natal chart. 
The twenty-second degree of Aquarius 
ascending is a degree of violence which, 
according to astrological symbology, 
shows a condition of excessive passions 
and anger, leading to violence. There 
is more force than self control in evi- 
dence now. Thus brute force can lead 
to victory over outward enemies when 
a conservative policy would be prefer- 
able. A rising Mars in Pisces excites 
the nation to a militaristic-emotional 
impulse and can bring INTENSIFICA- 
TION OF NAVAL ACTION. 


Uranus governs this lunation from the 
3rd house, where he is besieged by Sat- 
urn and Jupiter, indicating some censor- 
ship of news by administrative and con- 
gressional order. Public clamor for ad- 
ministration action pertaining to for- 
eign lands now expands and shows in- 
tensity. It is safe to say that if a 
national poll of public opinion were 
taken the sentiment would be over- 
whelmingly in favor of OUTRIGHT 
WAR. Affliction to the U. S. Moon 
shows adverse conditions in connection 
with colonial affairs, which are affected 
by the policies of other nations and our 
national outlook in this respect is likely 
to be a gloomy one at least temporarily. 
The Uranus zone of the U. S. natal 
chart gets its first touch-off of the many 
which are due to become operative in 
the seven years ahead. At this time we 
can expect an extension of foreign com- 
mitments, shipping and transportation 
and all defense measures. This is stres- 
sed by Jupiter’s change into Gemini 
along with the new Moon.

Wins False Arrest Suit

N MARCH 13, 1941, a jury of 

nine women and three men 
found that Wallace Beery in real 
life is not the villain he so frequent- 
ly portrays on the screen by return- 
ing a verdict in his favor in Whit- 
ney's $600,000 false arrest suit. 


To understand this suit, due considera- 
tion must be given to the afflictions in 
the house of lawsuits and partners (sev- 
enth), and to the square of Sun to 
Saturn in the house of children (fifth), 
in the screen star's birth-chart. Also 
that when a further outstanding de- 
velopment of some important matter 
comes into the life years after it was 
first started, the general rule is that the 
planet a progressed aspect to which in- 
dicated its commencement, is receiving 
another progressed aspect. According 
to Ralph E. Kraum, the recorded time 
of Beery's birth is April 1, 1886, 4:00 
a.m., Kansas City, Mo. The progressed 
positions of the planets around the out- 
side of the chart are for March 13, 1941. 

With Venus conjunction the Ascend- 
ant, the domestic and sympathetic Moon 
in the first house in emotional Pisces, 
and Jupiter also angular, not only is 
Beery big hearted and willing to help 
down-and-outers, but he loves children. 
This love of youngsters is increased by 
both Venus and the Moon being trine 
Saturn in the house of children (fifth). 
But as Saturn is square Sun, Jupiter and 
Uranus, children also at times bring him 
serious trouble. 

Furthermore, Mars in the house of 
partnerships and lawsuits (seventh) is 
opposition Venus and the Moon, while 
Uranus and Jupiter in this same house 
are opposition Sun and square Saturn. 
These afflictions indicate separation from 
partners and difficulties arising from 
enemies. 

In 1926, when progressed Venus came 
to the opposition of Uranus and square 
progressed Saturn, Beery found a 13 
year old homeless boy on the streets, 
and out of the bounty of his heart took 
him into his own domicile.

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But at the time, progressed Saturn in 
the house of children (fifth) was not 
only afflicted by the square of progres- 
sed Venus, but also by the semi-square 
of progressed Sun. Beery says he came 
to believe the boy, Allan B. Whitney, 
unreliable, and after four months turned 
him out. 

But the difficulty was ‘not to end so 
soon; for Mrs. Foyt, who divorced Beery 


in 1939, when she came to the screen ` 


star’s aid in the damage action, testified 
that Whitney had been a “shadow on 
our lives.” 

A few years ago, under the influence 
of Sun semi-sextile S:turn in the house 
of children (fifth), Beery adopted a 
daughter, Carol Ann, who is now seven 
years old. She is the light of his heart, 
on whom he lavishes money and affec- 
tion. Because his great love for the 


child is so well known, there have been ` 


a number of kidnap threats. He and 
his brother, Noah Beery, have been 
apprehensive for the child. This appre- 
hension was increased when progressed 
Sun in 1939 was conjunction progressed 
Pluto, the kidnap planet. 

On November 22, 1939, Noah Beery 
discovered Whitney, who had recently 
been a film cutter, on Wallace Beery’s 
front lawn in Beverly Hills. He called 
the police and they arrested Whitney. 
Whitney later brought suit against Wal- 
lace Beery and several Beverly Hills 
police officers for $600,000 for false ar- 
rest. Wallace denied any responsibility 
for the arrest.

Y-1 left the Norfolk, Virginia 
base April 7th, 1941 at 7 o'clock 
A.M. A chart erected for the time 
of departure shows the “Mystery” 
degree of Taurus ascending, with 
Saturn exactly at the horizon at 
the time of take-off. 


This of itself was a serious warning 

had the science of Astrology been ap- 
plied for this trip. Students of As- 
- trology always know that Saturn on 
even keel with the rising sign of the 
Zodiac at any time gives a bleak and 
dark outlook with tragedy usually stalk- 
ing in the offing. No astrological stu- 
dent acquainted with the exact time of 
take-off would have been greatly amazed 
at the naval announcement that the 
plane registered a routine progress re- 
port ten minutes out of the base—and 
was then heard of no more. 

Venus, ruler of the ascendant, is com- 
bust with the Sun in the 12th-house of 

distress with no support in the plane- 
tary formation operative at this time, 
but did have a disturbing contact by 
parallel with Mercury, who is in opposi- 
tion to Neptune, ruler of the 12th house. 

Jupiter, who governs the 8th house 
* (death and disaster) is also rising, just 
four degrees following Saturn, and is 
besieged by two malefics, Saturn and 
Uranus. It would appear that the last 
and only report message was sent as 
Jupiter reached the horizon and that 
this was followed by an explosion as 
Uranus crossed the ascendant. 

The Moon, ruler of the 4th house (final 
disposition) because of the surface and 

coastal. watery sign Cancer on the 4th 
-cusp, is in the 4th house, afflicting by 
square the ascendant and the three ris- 
ing planets, Saturn, Jupiter and Uranus. 
This particular formation is ready made 
for such a disaster as occurred. 

Incidentally, a chart erected for the 
take-off of the commercial plane that 
nearly cost the life of Eddie Ricken- 
bocker showed the planet Saturn on the 
9th-house cusp of long journeys. 

We present the astrological findings 
on the ill-fated take-off of the naval 
bomber not as a criticism of the air arm 
of our navy, which is known for its 
efficiency, but out of hope that in some 
not too distant time an effort will be 
made to use astrological indications for 
determining the advisability of flights 
by plane. 
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Just because this has never been done 
is not a sane reason why Astrology 
should not be applied to the saving of 
lives and property. It is said that many 


commercial pilots are becoming in- 
terested in Astrology in connection with 
their work, but they can do little until 
the leaders of aviation in all its branches 
open their eyes to the value of the 
science in the prevention of disaster. 
Such a course would mean the greatest 
stride in aviation achieved for many 
years.

life, progressed Venus was opposition 
Uranus and square Saturn. Whitney 
came again prominently, and quite un- 
expectedly, into Beery's life when other 
progressed aspects formed to both Ura- 
nus and Saturn. Progressed Sun was 
trine progressed Uranus, and semi-sex- 
tile Saturn at the time of the arrest, and 
progressed Sun was trine birth-chart 
Uranus, and Mercury was semi-square 
Saturn at the time of the lawsuit. 

Fear (Saturn) for the safety of a child 
being at least indirectly responsible for 
the difficulty is indicated by progressed 
Mercury semi-square Saturn. That this 
is a period of difficulty is more pro- 
nouncedly shown by progressed Sun 
square birth-chart Moon.

Loreen Buffum Robinson, a wealthy 
widow. 
aspect to a planet in the house of mar- 
riage, it is not surprising that rumors 
quickly developed that Mrs. Robinson 
would probably be the third Mrs. Wal- 
lace Beery. 

The house of the birth-chart in which 
Jupiter is found, irrespective of its as- 
pects, is the house of abundance. In 
the seventh house it indicates abund- 
ance where marriage or partnerships are 
concerned.

VERY student of Astrology is 

familiar with the Zodiacal 
Man, the physical horoscope which 
begins with Aries, the head, and 
ends with Pisces, the feet. Each 
sign and house of the horoscope 
corresponds to certain anatomical 
parts and functions of the body. 


The same horoscope represents also 
the mind of each individual, and thru 
the signs and houses can be read the 
various capacities and functions of that 
mind. 

In Aries, and the first house, we find 
the brain of man, especially the frontal 
part immediately above the eyes, which 
is called the perceptive region. Here 
we find the powers of observation, dis- 
cernment, and quick perception neces- 
sary to size up a situation and make 
rapid decisions. That is why we call 
ihe Aries person impulsive and say of 
him *to think is to act." 'The first house 
is the house of inspirations — those 
ideas which are apt to strike the brain 
or awaken it to a certain line of thought. 


Under Taurus and the second house 
you find the function of deliberation 
and meditation. These are qualities 
which enable one to assemble various 
ideas and organize them into a construc- 
tive purpose. The medulla oblongata, 
which lies at the base of the brain, 
comes under the rulership of this sign. 
This is the body’s central switchboard, 
through which the sensory system con- 
veys messages to the brain, and the 
brain conveys orders to the body. 
Therefore we find the second house 
governs the powers of co-ordination and 
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mental poise. That is why we find in 
most Taurus people the ability to think 
things out to a finish. 

Gemini and the third house are taken 
to rule functions of the mind in the 
horoscope. In our mental horoscope, we 
find under this sign and house the 
qualities of imitation, intuition, reason, 
and intelligence.

Intuition is the unex- 
plainable faculty for guessing correctly 
which forms the very outside fringe of 
mental telepathy and all extra sensory 
perceptions. 

Under Cancer and the fourth house 
we have memory, imagination and the 
quality of receptivity which enables 
one to gather impressions rapidly. It 
is this quality which makes us say of 
the Cancer native “he is sensitive.” 
Memory is stored information and one 
of the tools of the mind. Under imag- 
ination we must distinguish between 
the habit of idle fancy or day dreaming 
(found in many Cancer natives) and

It is safe to say that most of Miss 
Rogers’ trouble in her life has arisen 
and will always arise from marriage, 
partnership and relationships with 
others.

One of these is the Moon (public) in 
the department of money opposing Mer- 
cury (agreements, documents, promises, 
commitments, etc.) in the sector of for- 
eign finance, both Moon and Mercury 
governing the 12th house (sorrows, dis- 
tress, secret enmity, failure—the fore- 
going when considered in its negative 
manifestation.) Moon and Mercury al- 
ways indicate changes, thus their oppo- 
sition can lead to differences in opinion, 
instability caused by changing condi- 
tions, reversals of attitudes — this even 
with both planets in fixed signs, the fix- 
ity in this case being likely to show more 
as obstinacy. : 

The 12th-house influence brings in- 
volvements, back-of-the-scenes activi- 
ties, under-cover moves and secret mo- 
tives wherein all is not above board. 
Both the conditions and psychology in 
the countries being helped differ widely 
from our own. 

It should interest students of As- 
trology to note that Mercury, who 
moved forward into Pisces, returned by 
retrograde position into Aquarius and 
went “direct? on March 11th, the day 
this bill was signed by the President. 
'This return to Aquarius had further sig- 
nificance for Mercury, governing the 
personal 1st house and official 10th in 
the President's chart, moved back to the 
locality of its own birth-chart position 
in the 6th house of the Roosevelt chart 
at the time of the signing. There is a 
cosmic meaning in this date, shifting and 
position of the planet Mercury. 

A further distraction is the Sun form- 
ing an opposition to Neptune in this 
Lend-Lease chart. Neptune governs the 
9th house of foreign commitments, - 
agreements, trade and the navy, oper- 
ating in the 3rd of domestic promises, 
reports, news, communications and. ar- 
rangements. Some of the execution or 
administrative program applying to this 
bill is subject to change, confusion, in- 
stability, and can result in our being vic- 
timized by some of those we desire to 
help. ' 

Thus every precaution should be taken 
by our government administrators in the 
management of this vast scheme for the 
mutual defense of foreign nations and 
our own. This indication is more im- 
pressive because Mercury moved back 
near to the U. S. radix Moon in the Libra 
ascendant chart. 

But perhaps the most ticklish joker 
in the Lend-Lease bill in the Sun oppo- 
sition to Neptune, having a heavy bear- 
ing on shipping, conveyance and trans- 
portation in which we are at a disad- 
vantage. We are subject to a reversal 
of plans in the execution of the intent 
of this bill, and even at this early date 
(this is being written on April 15th) it 
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would seem likely that we will have to 
protect shipments of this material by 
our own fleet and armaments if we are 
to complete the program outlined in the 
passage of H. R. 1776.

Western Hemisphere? Just as I have 
always maintained about the importance 
of weather in history, the weather of 
South America will play a big part in 
whether or not the Axis powers will be 
able to get a foothold there and thus 
menace our own shores, including the 
Panama Canal. 

In point of size, South America is not 
so vastly different from our own conti- 
nent, but from the standpoint of weather 
and climate the proportions are utterly 
different. Here we have the tropical 
portion of the country to the south, 
where the continent is narrow, but in 
South America the tropics are in the 
northern and wider portion of the conti- 
nent. ; 

Here we have vast arctic countries ex- 
tending away up to Alaska and Green- 
land while in South America the only 
really antarctic country is the southern 
tip of Chile and Argentina. Here in 
North America there is a huge middle 
belt of temperate climate. The U. S. has 
most of it. Canada has some and Mexico 
a small portion. In South America the 
temperate zone is only five hundred 
miles across at the widest place. 

The weather zones of South America 
are much the same as our own, but-be- 
cause the continent of.South America 
lies south of the Equator the seasons are 
reversed. There summer comes in De- 
cember and January, winter in June and 
July. 

Here at home rainstorms whirl to the 
left while in South America they whirl 
to the right, but in both continents the 
rains come out of the west. Our rains 
have a tendency to come from the north- 
west, while South American rains come 
from the southern Antarctic regions and 
sweep sharply downward to Brazil then. 
pass to the northeast off towards Africa. 

The continent of South America is 
much colder too, considering its latitude, 
than is our own continent. Floating ice 
has been seen as far north as Rio de 
Janeiro. Very often southern Brazil and 
Uruguay are swept by cold waves and 
the piercing cold of the pampas of Ar- 
gentina is noted for its severity. At 
times severe frosts sweep the grain fields 
of Argentina. 

But despite these differences in cli- 
mate, enough similarity exists to cause 
rivalry in agricultural products, which, 
is the gist of this article. The wealth 
of Argentina consists principally of 
meat, leather, wool and other animal 
products. The grass of Uruguay is ex- 
ceptionally good and free from weeds 
and outdoes our own west as grazing 
land. 

The highlands of Brazil raise about 
everything that is produced by our 
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Southern States. About the only prod- 
ucts of South America that do not com- 
pete with our own are minerals, coffee 
and bananas. 

Now, try as we might to make these 
southern neighbors of ours understand 
that our interests are identical, the ri- 
valry between the United States and 
South America still is there. Europe 
raises less food than it eats, both the 
United States and South America raises 
more than enough for their own needs. 

This makes us competitors in the Eu- 
ropean market. South America is a bet- 
ter market for European manufactured 
products than the United States because 
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we have achieved mass production and 
can turn out manufactured goods as 
cheaply and as rapidly as can the coun- 
tries of Europe. 


For that reason South America and 
Europe are naturally complimentary to 
each other from an economical stand- 
point. Since Hitler is out to dominate 
Europe and shows a fair chance of do- 
ing so, he naturally looks like the best 
customer for South America. 


There is where the weather comes in. 
Poor weather conditions in South Amer- 
ica would cause a panic of sorts and 
money would be needed in vast quanti- 
ties to rehabilitate the country. Even 
though Hitler might win this war, he 
will end up without money and would 
not be in a position to finance the South 
American countries. America has just 
about tied up all the gold in the world 
and we could easily lend vast sums to 
our sonthern neighbors. 


In other words, good weather condi- 
tions in South America will naturally 
throw South American sentiment to- 
ward Hitler, who can buy their bounti- 
ful crops and meat, while poor weather 
conditions will throw South American 
sentiment our way because we have the 
cash they will need. Here you see why 
weather in South America during the 
next few years will affect our hemi- 
sphere defense, so it remains only to 
give you this weather forecast, which 
is as follows: 


The chief rains of South America for 
the next ten years will come in over the 
Amazon Valley, curve south over the 
western side of the Parana Valley, and 
pass out to sea considerably south, of 
Aires province in Argentina. These fore- 
casts are, of course, general, and there 
will be many local variations from them 
during the next ten years, but in general 
crops will be good in the rain path 
through northern and central Argentina, 
less good in eastern Brazil, Uruguay and 
eastern Argentina. 

The prospects then, are for a fair yield 
in South America during the next few 
years, and South America is going to 
keep an eye peeled toward Hitler and 
the big food market he is trying to dom- 
inate. 

Naturally the heads of South Ameri- 
can governments do not relish outside 
influence and will do their best to hang 
on to their jobs, but if the sentiment of 
their people turns toward Germany 
there is little the leaders can do to stem 
it over a period of years. 

'The conclusion seems to be that South 
America is the Achilles heel of our 
hemisphere defense, for once the Axis 
powers have conquered Great Britain 
they will move toward the vast bread 
basket of South America.

This is a churning process 
of thought which will be painful until 
nature finally weaves it into our new 
national pattern of endeavor. 


The big feature in the planetry set- 
up for you Gemini people in the year 
ahead from June, 1941, is the entry of 
Jupiter into your sign, which occurred 
on May 26th and continues to June 
10th, 1942.

tion with all types of service in con- 
nection with our defense and war pro- 
gram. 

If you have been troubled or threat- 
ened by other persons in your personal 
affairs or employment, Jupiter's position 
will be helpful in adjusting the situation 
and bringing relief from such annoy- 
ance. It might be well to make a study 
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of your birth chart to ascertain if any 
affliction occurred involving Jupiter, 
for if so his passage through Gemini 
may prove troublesome and costly. At 
best or worst, some form of concern 
involving sickness, medical attention or 
employment or close relatives is due 
to show in the year ahead. Relatives, 
neighbors and purely local environment 
take on new significance because of peo- 
ple and conditions brought about by 
the new planetary set-up. 

Saturn and Uranus in close conjunc- 
tion up to May, 1942, in the end of 
Taurus, brings a combined expression 
closely affiliated with marital, partner- 
ship affairs having a bearing on your 
financial dealings and possessions. In 
this connection a friendly influence op- 
erates, this being especially true for 
those born from the 15th to the 22nd 
of July. This can bring friendly finan- 
cial aid from friends, associates or the 
partner and is good for all dealings in 
land, property, mining, inventions and 
investments. Gain and profit are indi- 
cated in these lines. 

Be especially watchful for opportuni- 
ties if you have birth-chart planets in 
the latter part of Cancer. Elderly per- 
sons and strangers (The latter*may ap- 
pear somewhat eccentric) are united to- 
gether in some form of favorable at- 
tention to your affairs. If you work for 
others your employer’s financial condi- 
tion is likely to expand, thus opening 
wider opportunities for you. At the 
same time you are subject to sudden 
attachments and estrangements and may 
form alliances without proper considera- 
tion of the other party. Guard against 
this, for these personal distractions can 
disturb your mind to the detriment of 
your work. 

Regardless of how your affairs pro- 
ceed, be prepared for a pronounced 
change following May 9, 1942. Business 
matters that have progressed favorably 
may not hold up so well after this date, 
so keep liquid and avoid too many ob- 
ligations and too deep indebtedness. 
New developments depend on conditions 
over which you have little or no con- 
trol at least until you have had a chance 
to size up conditions and the effect on 
them of the new planetary arrangement.

Neptune by transit in Virgo operates 
in your solar 3rd-house, a mental type 
of influence that has favorable indica- 
tions for those born from the 15th to 
the 22nd of July with some connection 
to the Saturn-Uranus combination pre- 
viously mentioned. This can mark a 
high tide in the affairs of you who were 
born in this latter part of Cancer and 
it stresses travel, drastic changes, iden- 
tification with shipping to distant lands. 
Some peculiar situations can occur in 
connection with letters, communications 
with relatives and neighbors. Be on 
the conservative side in signing docu- 
ments, guarding against schemes of an 
uncertain nature. If an opportunity for 
big business schemes seems to present 
itself be sure you don't get in over your 
head, but keep your feet firmly planted 

.on Mother Earth. 

The oceult and mystic side of your 
mentality now takes on a broader and 
higher degree of manifestation, and real 
progress can be attained in study and 
practice for spiritual growth and de- 
velopment. Keep to that of the highest 
order even though your psychic tempta- 
tions show more than the usual signs 
of activity.

lands and mines. Timber, lumber, 
building material, and all kinds of 
clothes and cloth goods.

the sections of a chart ruling parents). 
When less than fourteen years old this 
girl began to slip out at night when she 
was supposed to be sleeping and meet 
her class-mates for the usual fun and 
frolies of youth. From this she easily 
formed a habit of slipping out to meet 
boys... of learning to smoke and to 
take a drink. The girl was not immoral, 
but she sooned was accused of being so. 
The parents found out about her mis- 
behaviour and decided to put her in a 
very strict boarding school.

Saturn here 
indicated some secret matter taking 
place away from home or on a journey. 
The transitting Saturn was in Aquarius 
forming a wide square to the natal 
Venus in the seventh. Venus was also 
in Aquarius making an exact square 
to the natal Venus. Mars had also 
entered Aquarius and these three plan- 
ets were applying to her natal Uranus 
. . . approaching her nadir and indicat- 
ing a change that would not be for the 
better. 

In this chart Mercury rules the 11th 
house. Neptune was in Virgo and near 
enough the 11th cusp to indicate deceit 
from a friend, as it was in opposition 
to the natal Mercury. Two distinct 
aspects of unfair play and three planets 
approaching a square to Venus, the 
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planet of love posited in the house of 
marriage. 

The law lost no time in catching up 
with Miss Smith's “husband” and the 
girPs father had no trouble in persuad- 
ing her to go on to California after this 
escaped. Fortunately, Miss Smith's aunt 
is a very understanding person. Her 
sincere love for her niece did a great 
deal to bring the suffering girl back to 
normal living. As the horoscope indi- 
cates, Miss Smith has decided artistic 
and dramatic ability, also a splendid 
voice. With several years of intensive 
training she developed into an artist 
of no mean quality. When Jupiter was 
in Aries in early 1940 and making good 
aspect to Mars her ruler and to the 
tenth house of career, she made many 
successful public appearances. As Jupi- 
ter made a trine aspect to her Moon in 
her second house she signed a contract 
that makes her financially independent 
for some years to come.

Under Leo and the fifth house we find 
originality, and the ability to build up, 
dress up, or, as we popularly say, dra- 
matize, an idea. To its first form, Leo 
adds emotion and makes it live.

Included under this sign 
and house is teachability — the quality 
which makes a person a good or poor 
learner. 

Under Virgo and the sixth house we 
find the qualities of assimilation, dis- 
crimination, and criticism.
